improvement 
of 
physical condition 


mid the increasing of available plant 
food. 


The first thing that must be done 


on all of these soils is to see that 
drainage is gopd, and in most cases 
this means tiling, 'even on land that 
lias fairly good surface drainage. Til- 
ing admits air. Increases root depth, 
makes these rather cold soils much 
warmer and greatly improves the me- 
chanical condition. . 


After drainage, the next thing re- 


tmired on clay soils is organic mat- 
ter. 
The addition of this will give 


two results at the same time. First, 
it will improve the tilth, or in other 
words, make a clay loam of the sticky 
•jlay soil; second, an increase in or- 
ganic matter is always accompanied 
by an increase in- nitrogen. 


On most clay soils in Eastern Ohio 


ui application of a ton of quick-lime 
:>r two tons of ground limestone must 
bo used in order .-to, get clover before 
much can be done; iu increasing or- 
ganic matter. FarOT^'mamire- or green 
manuring with legumes, ,,and, in some 


cases both, will do much to help me- 
chanical condition and increase nitro- 
gen. 


Clay 
soils 
are 
usually high in 


pot'tsX that is, unavailable, rather low 
in altrogen and phosporic acid. The 
nitrogen can be increased by growing 
clover and plowing it under or bv 
feeding it into livestock and caring 
for the manure. The use of large 
quantities of organic matter will lib- 
erate large quantities or potash from 
the unavailable forms so that we gen- 
erally need only small amounts of 
potash in fertilizers to be used on 
clay soils. 


Practically all clay soils are low in 


phosphorous, so that this 
element 


must bo supplied. At the Ohio experi- 
ment station 16 cents invested in 
"floats" to be used in manure has 
returned more than $1.30 when that 
manure was well cared for, thus show- 
ing the necessity of this element. 
Phosphorous may be applied as a fer- 
tilizer in acid phosphate or bone meal 
when not much livestock is kept, but 
on a livestock farm, good results can 
be obtained by using 40 pounds of 
floats or acid phosphate on manure as 
it is made. 


Briefly, 
then, 
to 
improve 
clay 


soils: drain; lime, if good clover can- 
not be grown; increase organic mat- 
ter by farm manure or green manure; 
and add phosphorous.
